you an* })rivileged to have' 1 mean, not 
mdy the actual cost in money, but tin* 
painstaking efforts a janitor must make in 
keeping the building in tirst class order. 

In a new building, at first, everything 
is spotless, 'riien gradually then* conies 
a few blemishes on the walls, a few ink- 
spots on the H(K)r, and perhajis p(*neil 
marks ainl scratches on the dc.sks. 

What does this signify ? 

Let us answer this (luestion by faking a 
day off and visit .some other new high 
school building. In the town of A there 
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is a iK'w scliool that, has hooii oivctod 
a lilth* less (lian a rear. AV(‘ naturally 
want to iiisprct this now hnihline;, so we 
hohlly ontor and inako onr wjiy to the 
jUMUfipars olHc(‘. Wc arc not timid ahont 
roiinostiiiii him to show ns ov(‘r this fine 
strnotnro. Ihit upon hoini*- asked, he hesi 
fal(‘s a moim'iit and then says apologetic- 
allv. that ho will guide ns al)ont the 
Itnilding, Iml that wo would have to oxense 
tilings if wo found them (dnttoro(l up, as 
ho was not oxiioofing visitors. Wo are, at 
first, intorostod in this now hnilding, hut 
this soon turns to ilisgnst as W(* find the 
walls dirty, desks soratohed and marked, 
inkspots sjiattorod around, and in tin* hoys’ 
i(icktn’-rooni, ])a])or ami rnhldsh scattered 
(■\crvwhor(\ Wo do not wonder that the 
jirinci]»al is aslnimod to .show ns over the 
scIukiI. Ho tries to ajiologize to ns hy .say¬ 
ing. “Hoys will ho hoys. In a group of 
hoys then* is mon* or less senthing going on 
ilnit scratches the floor, }ind they are a lit- 
tl(> carolo.ss with wastojiaper.”

\\’(‘ have that .school as (piickly as possible. 
What do wo inf(‘r fnmi this school i 

'riio jmpils that go there have no pride 
in their .school, d'hoy are carclo.s.s and de¬ 
structive of oth(‘r people's projiorty. They 
arc lacking in princijih*. We would not 
give a rocomimmdation to one of them if 
th(‘y wore looking for work, d’hoy have 
hoon unfaithful to their trust. 

In the town of B there is a modern high 
.scho(d hnilding that has hoon hnilt over a 
year. ]Iere we are mot hy a principal 
who is delighted to show ns over the struc¬ 


ture. .Kverything is ditferent from the 
other school. Walls clean, desks un¬ 
marked, floors polished, the locker-rooms 
as tidy as can he. We depart with a great 
respect for the principal and scholars of 
that school. It shows that the pupils are 
]»rond of their school, and appreciate their 
advantages. 

Von, the pupils of Searhoro High 
School, have done fairly well in the care 
of your new hnilding, hut yon can do hot¬ 
ter. At times yon arc careless with 
wastepaper, and yon get too boisterous and 
.sentlie around more than yon should. You 
.should renunnher that this not only hurts 
the reputation of your school Init also 
lowers your own reputation in the eyes of 
others, ^’on arc all proud of your school 
and I know you are not lacking in school 
spirit. You not only can do better, but I 
know you will do better and make Scar- 
hoio High School the model high school of 
onr Pine Tree State. 


USING OPPORTUNITIES 

A story has been told about the differ¬ 
ence between a buzzard and a bee. A 
buzzard spies a dead carcass and feeds 
upon it. A hec is not satisfied with such 
food and hunts around until it finds a 
flower and then sucks the sweet nectar 
from its very heart.

.school.s. 


SCHOOL SPIRIT 

One of the chief functions of a school 
is to ilevelop its jinpils into etficitait <*iti- 
zens. The responsibility of doing this

student may ac([nire a r(‘al heart-felt 
sj-hool spirit which will aid materially in 
placinii his sclioid at “the h(‘a«l of the 
class.” 


BENEFITS OF ASSEMBLIES 
Weekly assemhlies are always greeted 
with joy hy the students of most liigh 
schools. Hut too often there is rejoicing 
hecanse one or two periods will he omitted, 
d'his is a jileasnre, sometimes, if yon hap- 
pcMi to he one of the lucky ones that have 
studies during the periods that are omit¬ 
ted. lint this is not the real pnrpo.se of 
a.s.semhlies.

Schools that have assemblies shonld not 
he satisfied to put on a make-shift pro¬ 
gram. d'hey should endeavor to make 
each assembly a memorable occasion. By 
putting on assemblies of this sort, the mo¬ 
rale and spirit of a school will he greatly 
strengthened.
